There is the same frank 
enjo yment o f the vigo ro us exercise 
and exhilaratio n o f the chase, and 
spirit o f co mradeship w ith the guides 
and o ther members o f the hunting 
party. 
Amo ng the guides was the 
famo us wo lf hunter, Abernethy, who 
catches co yo tes and even large wo lves 
alive with bis hands. The article is 
a distinctly valuable co ntributio n to 
natural histo ry, and co ntains a great 
deal o f speciai Info rmatio n accumu­ 
lated during the autho r’s many hunt­ 
ing expeditio ns In the west. The Il­ 
lustratio ns ate fro m pho to graphs by 
Dr. Lambert and W. Slo an Simpso n, 
who were with the expeditio n.

ter by messenger to the co mmittee ask­ 
ing permissio n fo r himself and liis di­ 
recto rs to Ik* present fo r the purpo se 
o f hearing what may take plaee, and 
to give the co mmittee such aid as he 
co uld. 


M ayo r Is In vited to Ijeare. 
The co mmittee did no t make a re­ 
ply. and o n the minute o f 3 o ’clo ck 
Mayo r Weaver, acco mpanied by Co l­ 
o nel Sheldo n Po tter, din*cto r o f pub­ 
lic safety; A. Linco ln Acker, directo r 
o f public wo rks, and F. J. Stao yer, di­ 
recto r o f the department o f supplies, 
walked into the co mmittee ro o m befo re 
the co mmittee had assembled. 
A few 
minutes lat ,*r the sergeant-at-arms po ­ 
litely info rmed the mayo r that inas­ 
much as o nly witnesses and newspa­ 
per men wo uld be admitted to the 
ro o m, he and the directo rs wo uld have 
to retire. 
Weaver asked the sergeant 
to no tify the co mmittee that the mayo r 
o f Philadelphia and three o f his direc­ 
to rs desired to remain during the hear- 


lns- - 
JCKA.J iJ J T J t» *, 
Exit W eavo r and Directo r« . 
Theu Chairman Wo rk appeared and 
no tified the mavo r that the co mmittee 
uajuld no ! ciiahgh lb! rules, hhd that 
he and the directo rs must leave th<£ 
ro o m. The mayo r wanted to Yno w if 
the co mmitted TfiSaui to co nvey to him 
that neither he no r his directo rs co uld 
be present while the departments were 
under 
investigatio n, and that 
the> 
co uld no t defend themselves against 
the testimo ny o f discharged emplo yes. 
Wo rk’s o nly reply was that the co m­ 
mittee intended to abide by its rules, 
and that if the mayo r o r his directo rs 
were wanted they wo uld be sent fo r. 
Finding that no impressio n co uld 
be 
made the mayo r and his directo rs iefL 
the ro o m.

Our farms produce more 
than the farms of any other country , 
Our mines y ield gold literary by the 
car load, silver by the train load, and 
there is unloaded on the shores of a 
Single commonwealth more iron ore 
than any other country produces. Our 
forests y ield 100,00,00 feet of lumber 
for ever; day of the calendar y ear, 
Our faotorles turn out more finished 
products than all the factories of 
Great Britain and Germany combined 
by more than 3,000,000,000 every twelve 
months. We transport this matchless 
product of farm and factory , forest 
and mine, from the interior to the sea 
at one-third what similar service cost 
any where else beneath the skies. 
"We carry it from point to point 
a’ong the coast in better vessels, on 
quicker time, and at cheaper rates 
than others.

They want a little thunder 
now and then in preference to the 
Origan mist, and then they are afraid, 
that- if thev stay ed here long enough, 
they would become "water-soaked,

Speaking of the northwest in gen 
eral: It is the best country on the 
globe for those looking for a change, 
for the average person looking for a 
home on farm or in the city , as well as 
opportunities for business. There are 
three great states on the Pacifi coast 
which those people who have never 
been here know little about and they 
are just in their beginning as y et.

put a stick on his head until y ou get 
y our hand on him. 
If the snake is 
coiled, simply lay one hand ov er it and 
the other under It, and the snake will 
not mov e to get away . 
There is a surer cure for snake bite 
than any brand of whisky . It is stry ch­ 
nia sulpha te,. nitrogly cerin and potas­ 
sium permanganate, which may be 
carried in tablet form and must be dis­ 
solv ed in water and Injected hy po­ 
dermically . 
This y oung naturalist was without 
his antidote the first time he wa s bitten 
by a rattler. 
It wa s on the Mojav e 
desert, and he wa s prowling around 
among some old prospect holes. 
Stoop­ 
ing down to pick up a piece of copper 
ore ly ing at the mouth of a hole, he 
disturbed a big rattler, and It struck 
him. 
lie placed ligatures on his hand 
and arm and started for camp. 
At the 
first camp he got a razor and bled his 
finger as well as be could, but It was 
nine hours before he could get to his 
medicine. The nex t day his whole side 
wa s numb and stiff, and it wa s three 
weeks 
before he entirely recov ered 
from the effects of the poison. He had 
not neglected, howev er, to catch the 
snake, and this became bis special pet 
The lesson he learned was that a 
quick mov ement In front of a rattler’s 
ey es Is a most dangerous proceeding 
and It will make a snake strike quick­ 
er than any thing else.

It Is unquestionably 
true that one!may eat too much, sleep 
too mu a » and n>v w irk en ou gi to 
keep him in good mental and oodlly 
heakh. If hir. Edison had stop p ed 
here his adv ice w mid hav e been much 
more v aluable than he has left it by 
ge’tiug down to p articulars. 
Mr. Edison can thriv e ou twe.v e 
ounces oi looa aaay . He has worked 
for dv ', day s and n rbts without, sleep 
anu w ith li&tb* ft >d. aid 
t -fix none 
the worse for It. Three or four hours’ 
sleep in tw etry -‘o tr ap p ears to he all 
he requires. -So Ur t.i ! ex amp le of 
Cornaro and the elder Edison« s^nas 
to be followed with p rofit by the Edi- 
s jo of today . 
But how.many could take Thomas 
Edison 
as 
a 
rule 
for 
their 
eating and sleep ing and working and 
retain Mr. Edison’s health of brain 
and body ? Because be can make a 
satisfy ing meal on four ounces of food 
and secure needed p hy sical and men­ 
tal rest inftbree or four hours of 
sleep , it by no means follows that all 
0* bis fellows could do the same and 
realize the same results. 
Each one must decide for himself 
the amount and sort of food that is 
wholesome, the number of hours of 
sleep that are needed, the amount and 
quality of work that do no barm. 
What Edison thriv es on might kill 
Edison’s brother. “ What is one man’s 
meat is another man’s p oison ” 
Aside from the p ersonal equation 
Mr. Edison adv ises men to av oid all 
ex cesses. But Paul the ap ostle p ut it 
much better when he said: 
“And 
ev ety man 
that 
strlv eth for the 
mastery jis temp erate in all things.” 
And what is temp erate must be de­ 
cided by the man himself. One man’s 
temp erance easily might be another 
man’stex cess. 
Be temp erate in eating, in drinking, 
in sleep ing, in working, in sp eaking 
and in lading. 
Be temp erate in all 
things. This is the true rule of right 
liv ing, and it has the adv antage of 
ap p ly ing directly and wholly to ev ery 
p erson, old or y oung, great or small.—

strange rattlesnakes he Is a lw a y s a lit­ 
tle careful and usually draws them 
Into his hand ov er bis coat sleev e. 
A 
caressing little pat on the head seems 
to hav e the same effect on snakes as 
on other animals. 
After putting a rattler on the floor 
of liis room and teasing it, to make it 
coil and strike, this snake trainer pick­ 
ed it up in his hand, patted its head 
and then pried open the big mouth 
with a nail to show its fangs, sev en 
on each side, in different stages of 
dev elopment, from one 
like 
a 
pin 
point to one the size of a bird’s claw. 
The large fang is likely to drop out 
at least once a y ear, but if injured it 
may tie replaced three or four times 
a y ear. 
There is about the 
same 
danger 
from the bite of a nonv enomous snake 
as from the bite of a dog or a cat. 
It 
may or may not be serious. 
All de­ 
pends upon whether a poisonous germ 
is transmitted and upon the condition 
of the blood of the person bitten. 
Baby rattlers are fitted from the be­ 
ginning with fangs and sacs of poison 
and are ready for business, but they 
hav e only a little button ou their tails 
where the ra ttles.are to come later. 
In the matter of food snakes v ary . 
They cannot be treated to cold scraps 
of all kinds. 
In fact, most of them 
are rather particular about hav ing 
their food serv ed aliv e. 
If they are 
v ery hungry they may take something 
freshly killed, but they v astly prefer 
to do their own killing. 
Gopher snakes liv e principally on 
rodents, with birds nnd occasionally 
birds* 
eggs 
as 
delicacies. 
Battlers 
also prefer 
rodents. 
Water 
snakes 
hav e a weakness for frogs. The corral 
snake, which is v ery common in the 
southwest, is quite a general eater. 
He takes birds’ eggs, lizards, horned 
toads, gophers, rats and frogs. 
He is 
a cannibal too. 
A corral snake was 
once seen to dev our a racer eighteen 
inches longer than himself. 
He did 
not eat again for some time. 
Constricting 
snakes 
squeeze 
their 
v ictims uutil they can no longer resist. 
Yiperine snakes strike and poison their 
prey . 
Water snakes sta rt right In on 
a frog while It is aliv e. 
A sna ke’s teeth are fine and sharp 
and numerous. They look like fine fish 
bones, all curv ed backward. 
The un­ 
der jawbone is div ided in the middle, 
and the food Is worked in with an al­ 
ternating mov ement of the lower jaw, 
aided by a forward and back mov e­ 
ment of the upper ja w with its row of 
hooked teeth. With such teeth it would 
seem quite impossible for a snake to 
disgorge, y et this y oung man made one 
giv e up a bird which had been partly 
swa llowed and stuck fa st by Its beak 
hav ing gone through the snake’s body . 
A snake's digestiv e organs may be 
slow, but they are v ery sure. 
Teeth, 
skin, hair and ev ery part of the prey is 
digested. 
The bard, fiinty teeth of a 
rat will be found, if the snake is dis­ 
sected within a week, to be soft enough 
to crush in the fingers. 
Snakes only care to eat once in three 
or four mouths, though they drink 
much water. Through the winter they 
hibernate in captiv ity as when free. 
Occasionally they may be roused and 
will possibly ea t something, but they 
are v ery sluggish. 
Constricting snakes hav e a powerful 
grip, but it can be loosened instantly 
by unwinding from the head or tail.— 
New York Herald.

ical u nion to force a contract for an 
eight-hou r day and for a closed shop 
edge of the miscondu ct or inefficiency u pon the employers, as u nlawfu l, 
ot the employe whom he intends to dis- 
in speaking of the demand for a 
contract for a closed shop and an eight- 
employ 
charge. 
With this personal 
knowledge the 
power of the head of the department 
is absolu te. The amendment is one of 
the most far-reaching made in the civil 
service ru les in many years. It confers 
u pon cabinet officers practically u nlim­ 
ited power us to the personnel of their 
departments.
